The Ministry and tlie Organ. 

It is related of a certain Judgo that, 
whoa reminded that his charge was in 
direct conflict with the facts of the case, ho 
laconically replied, "Ho much the worse 
for the facts." One could readily imagine 
the writer of the articlo in our local con- 
temporary on Christmas Day making a 
similar rojoinder. This journal is taunfc- 
ed with placing itsolf in an attitude of un- 
reasonable hostility to the new Adminis- 
tration lieforo having thoromotost concep- 
tion of its policy— dishonestly condemn- 
ing itboforo trial. This sounds very well, 
savo in tho light of history and of facts. 
A glanco over the hies of our contempo- 
rary will show how willing, how eager it 
was, loss than a twelvemonth ago, to 
overthrow the lato Ministry wholly un- 
tried and unheard. Wo ivro told that 
"Measures, not mien, has ever been tho 
present Premier's motto." Since when ? 
Certainly not last year, in dealing with 
tho lato Ministry, for ho plotted to over- 
throw them oro yet they had an opportu- 
nity of propounding a single measure: 
and because ho could not succeed in en- 
listing a sufficient number of members to 
encourage a hope of success he ran away, 
leaving his party hors de combat and de- 
sm-tingtho interests of his constituents at 
tho most critical moment. It is intimated 
that wo are in opposition to the now Cabi- 
net because of the exclusion of "a certain 
gentleman whoso aspirations led him 
to expect that, in tho formation of 
a "new Cabinet™ his claims to a scat in 
the Executive" Council would not 
be overlooked." With far more show of 
reason might wo taunt our contemporary 
for supporting the new Ministry because 
u certain gentleman is included in it; for 
who ever know that gentleman to support 
a Government which did not include 
himself ? Such accusations come with 
ill grace from such a quarter. The state- 
ment that Mr. DeOosmos consulted with, 
and had the approbation of those who 
acted with him in overthrowing tho old 
Ministry, as to the personnel of the now, 
is simply and tlagitiously untrue. Those 
who have acted longest with him when ho 
had no political friends, do not husitale 
to charge him with treachery and deser- 
tion, and that, too, of tho most aggravated 
kind. It is said that "too many cooks spoil 
tho broth." The articlo bofore us certain- 
ly boars traces of more cooks than one. 
After taking us to task for opposing a 
Ministry before its policy is known, and, 
with a flourish of trumpets, announcing 
tho Premier's motto always to have been 
"measures not men," tho articlo frankly 
admits that the defeat of the lato Govern- 
ment was owing to its personnel, not its 
measures ! This is trap ; but it is in 
strango contrast witli earlier parts of the 
same article. But tho public ami the 
Members may concoive themselves .fully 
as well entitled to take exception to the 
personnel of the present Cabinet as a for- 
mer one, notwithstanding the new-found 
motto of tho come-by-fraud Premier. It 
is intimated that the Government con- 
template increasing the number of Minis- 
ters to least seven > Wo must still regard 
this aa a mere rnse thrown out to catch 
support. If, however, such a thing is 
seriously contemplated, we would respect- 
fully suggost thirteen as a better number 
than seven.

British Columbia at San 
Francisco- 

[From the San Francis* Alt:i."] 

W. R. Adainson addressed a fair audi- 
ence at Mercantile Library Hall, Inst even- 
ing, on British Columbia, as a field for 
immigration, The speaker being intro- 
duced by W. Lane Booker, II. B. M. Con- 
sul, Mr. Adamson pictured, in bright fig- 
ure*, the immense resources of the Brit- 
ish possessions in the North, now so thin- 
ly populated. Its rich gold, silver, cop- 
per and coal fields, its rich agricultural 
districts, and its vast resources, awaiting 
to bo developed by honest industry, aided 
by capital and enterprise, the liberal land 
policy, tbe'efficicnt administration of the 
law for tho protection of lifo and proper- 
tor, and tho projected Canadian Pacific 
Railway, offer a largo held for the capital- 
ist and immigrant. 

[From thu Ran Francisco "Bulletin."] 

W. II. It. Adainson, a gentleman great- 
ly interested in the speedy settlement of 
'British Columbia, gave a froe lecture al 
Mercantile Library Hall last evening, on 
tho resources of this undeveloped portion 
of Her Majesty's Dominions, and its at- 
tractions as a Held of immigration. Ho 
illustrated his subject by a map about ten 
by fourteen feet in size, on which tho en- 
lire country, its bays, islands, rivers, val- 
leys and mountain ranges were clearly de- 
fined, as well as the projected railroad 
which is to bind Columbia and the C'ana- 
das irrevocably together. Mr. Adamson 
read his lecture in a clear voice, but with 
a somewhat monotonous manner. He 
pictured tho country as most grain! and 
beautiful; tho charm of tho tourist, and 
the delight of tho hunter; tho refuge of 
the invalid, and the future homo of the 
happy farmer, the honest miner, the lucky 
fisherman, the successful stock-raiser, and 
the rich lumberman. As to native re- 
sources tho place has scarce an equal and 
no superior, while as to government it is 
unexcelled, tho perfect protection of life 
and property being without a parallel in 
any new country on the face of the globo. 
Tho temperature of the valleys is mild, 
the productions of tho soil are varied, the 
yield of crops, and the character of the 
people unexceptionable, Even, the wild 
men of the forest are essentially "good 
Indians," not at all inclined to be hostile 
pri.d white men's scalps are aj secure us 
;qould bo .desired. Not since L858 has 
there been any bloodshed', and even then 
it rcqu r rcd ,v misunderstanding about land 
titles— u very unusual incentive— to start 
the red man' on the wdf-pa'tli. By the 
wity, the .security of land lilies null the 
low price of homesteads, $1 per acre, are 
of themselves sufficient to attract a peace- 
loving people; Every British subject can 
pre-empt IfjO acres, without restriction as 
to locality, good valley land along the 
line of the proposed -railroad being hold 
at tho same price .as that less favorably 
situated. Tho spoakci' gave, statistics of 
tho crops of groin and fruit, of the gold 
product, tho fur trade, tho fisheries, tha 
export 01' lumber, coal, eto,, to prove nil 
ho said. He also gave the result of iho 
thermoniotrieal observations, told about 
the pleasant Miiumers, tho open wintrv.'j, 



tho genial sunshine and pleasant showers, 
tho good health of tho peoplo and the 
general delightfulnoss of tho entire coun- 
try. Fever and aguo is unknown, pul- 
monary complaints are exceedingly rare, 
and other climatic disorders not worth 
mentioning. Wheat is harvested thereat 
tho rats of fifty bushels to tho aero, oats 
and barley from forty to soYonty.and even 
Indian corn, generally supposed to belong 
to a warmer climate, matures beautifully. 
He showed a silver brick from tho mines 
of Cariboo, a pieco of onthrioite from 
Queen Charlotte's Island, some of tho bi- 
tumenons coal from Nanaimo, and refer- 
red to tho U. S. Branch Mint for speci- 
mens of building stone from tho quarries 
of Vancouver. Take it all in all tho lec- 
ture was a glowing picture of a glorious 
country — a land teeming with undevelop- 
ed wealth, awaiting tho hardy hand of tho 
honest worker, whoso advent on such a 
generous soil tho speaker hoped would 
not bo long delayed, and to all who might 
conclude to make British Columbia their 
future home ho gave tho wannest assur- 
ances of meeting thoro a hearty British 
welcome. The audience separated appar- 
ently well pleased, and as if they had been 
listening to a description of a second Pa- 
radise. 

(From tin- Sun Francisco "Call.") 
Professor Adamson, an agent for the 
peopleing of British Columbia and the 
adjacent icebergs, lectured at Mercantile 
Library Hall last evening, on the fascina- 
tion of' life in the polar regions and the 
attractions ofHoi Majesty's frozen Pacific 
Province in particular. As was to hnvo 
been expected, the Professor was loud in 
his praises of that favored region. Accor- 
ding to his statements Victoria, a little 
village nestled among tho icebergs, liko 
a frosty potato in a dunghill, was tho 
most beautiful and fleely-situated city 
on tho Pacific Coast. The gold and 
silver, mines were dilated upon and 
people woro told the road to reach 
them. The coal fields were duly magm- 
iiod, and tho agricultural resources of the 
country flatteringly set forth. Tho audi- 
ence were told upon what terms these fer- 
tile meadows could bo leased, and from 
the Professor's statements wo should say 
tho less people have to do with leasing 
thorn the better for themselves. Notwith- 
standing their vast fertility, there was not 
sufficient produce raised in tho whole 
country for the demands of tho town of 
Victoria, which was compelled to import 
largely from California and Oregon. If 
the Prof, thinks to soduco our people in- 
to that barren frozen region he is mistaken. 
If any one is ambitious of freezing to 
death, Uncle Ham can accommodate him, 
and if he will only be patient, the way 
things have been for a few days past, ho 
can soon bo accommodated with frost-bit- 
ton ears and chilblains in Ban Francisco.

The first election under the ballot, in 
Ireland, was held at Londonderry on the 
23rd ult.

But, 
although the contest was more than usually 
keen and enlivened by tho prescneo of a 
"Rome blule" candidate, tho services of 
tho extra police were not in request. Tho 
election passod oil' with remarkable quiet- 
ness. Tho experienced gained here is held 
to be important evidence in favor of tho 
satisfactory working of the ballot. As in 
other places, the ballot nt Londonderry 
has reduced tho drinking and tho con- 
sequent rioting and disorder to a mini- 
nimum degree, and the best hopes aro now 
entertained that tho system will efi'oct 
those beneficial changes which its promo- 
tors claimed it would bring about.

Xho/efe day of the Empress Eugenie 
wits celebrated at Chisolhurst < n Friday, 
when numerous addresses and Moral offer- 
ings were presented by adherents of the 
late dynasty.

Re denies having killed Wood's 
child. 

The appeal of the Marquis of Salisbury 
against tho decision of a revising barris- 
ter for removing his nainO from the list of 
Parliamentary voters, was rejected by the 
Court of Common Pleas. 

Meetings of public bodies arc being 
held in the north of Ireland to urge 
upon tho Government the purchase of the 
railway lines of that country. Tho 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce has just 
passed resolutions favorable to that ob- 
ject. 

In a letter written by Mr. Gladstone's 
desire to tho Cookstown Commissioners it 
is stated that "Her Majesty's Government 
have undertaken to examine tho question 
of the purchase of the Irish railways, with 
tlio view of making, if possible, some pro- 
posal to Parliament of a general and satis, 
factory nature. They aro, however, unable 
to give any pledge as to tho result of their 
deliberation"."
